Priority

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1/18/2004 is noted. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 



Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

is consisted of should read "cases where the protrusion consists of (page 4, lines 21 

and 27), "cases" should read "case" (page 4, line 23), "high(low)" should read "high/low" 



(page 6, lines 8 and 18), "figure" should read "figures" (page 6, line 31), "high(low)" 
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should read "high/low" (page 7, line 18 and page 8, line 27), "does" should read "do" 
(page 8, line 30), "high(low)" should read "high/low" (page 9, line 12), and delete "an" 
(page 9, line 23). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: "body suites" should 
read "body suits". Appropriate correction is required. 

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: "Mechanical and Electrical Applicator for 
Acupressure Treatment". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

9. In claim 1 , the word "it" is indefinite because there is not an explicit description to 
what "it" refers. 

10. In claims 1 and 5, the linking phrase "constitutes of is vague because it is not 
clear whether this is an open or closed-type linking phrase. It is recommended that 
Applicant uses either "comprising" or "comprised of. 
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11. Claims 5 and 6 recite the limitation "supporting material". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims because there is no "material" in the 
independent claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wappler 
(1,422,396). 

14. In regards to claim 1 , Wappler discloses a therapeutic instrument which can be 
used to apply electrical and mechanical or mechanical only stimuli to the human body 
(Fig. 4). Please note that the electrical leads are removable via element 1 1 in figure 1 , 
providing mechanical-only stimulation. The device comprises a supporting medium 
(Fig. 5, element 17), conductive projections (Fig. 5, element 18) with a hole on the 
bottom face (Fig. 5, element 20), which accepts an electrode terminal (Fig. 5, element 
21). 

15. In regards to claim 2, the mechanical stimuli are pressure to the body skin 
surface (Fig. 4). 

16. In regards to claim 3, the stimuli are high frequency stimuli (line 36). 
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17. In regards to claim 4, the hole (Fig. 5, element 20) has a larger diameter at the 
deep portion than at the entry of the hole. 

18. In regards to claim 5, the protrusion comprises a convex part (Fig. 5, right side of 
element 18) and a base part (Fig. 5, left side of element 18), holding the supporting 
material (Fig. 5, element 17). 

19. In regards to claim 6, the supporting material is a supporter. 



Conclusion 

20. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Many examples of mechanical/electrical stimulators are provided.
